■ TITO'S KKBELLION 
Tlio recent crIsLi In Yugoslav polltlti siiR- 
BCats that Marshal Tito made two mlstnkc.t. 
He apparently forgot that while the Soviet 
dictatorship is fanallciilly nallonallKtlc, the 
pupjicLi arc not allowed to follow .suit. The 
satellites move in their prescribed orbits, and 
any attempt to chanse Ihem Invites trouljlc. 

Tito nlso seems to have forRottoii that an 
attitude of "let them eat communism" is no 
more realistic or successful than Mario 
Antoinette's "let them eat caia-." 

Tlie Ytii;oslav dictator wiih iralacd in a 
ruthless scliool, and once he attained power 
he put his training to use In tryiin; to cram 
communism clown his country's throat. But 
the Yucoslav peasant,'; didn't lie tlown and 
piny dead. TJicy had enjoyed a little morn 
Irecdom than their Russian nrlnhbors were 
mod to before tlie revolution. 

So when Tito failed to dollvfr Roods as well 
OS promises, the small farmer.^ retaliated by 
hoarding food. This led to hard times and a 
loss In pD[)uIarity for a .■system that never 
wa5 too popular in tlie first place. 

Then Tito apparently docided on such 
drastic measures as a show of Independence, 
an 'appeal to national prldc, and a .slight 
modification of hostility toward the west. 
This didn't square with Soviet policy and 
"pure communist precept." So Tito got hi.i 
ears pinned buck. 

Probably one should go a little Blowly In 
thinking that this heralds n. .split In the 
Soviet bloc. Tlie scene of the present crl;as 
la outside the Soviet borders, but it is stlil 
within the Communist party. There is noth- 
Ins new about dlsaBreement and rebellion 
within the party, or about purges to whip 
,the boya back Into line. 

Tho result of the present situation will 
probably be the same. Whether Tito or some- 
one else la chosen to alt In BelRrade and take 
orders from Moscow, ho will too tho lino or 
find himself In a serious Jam. And he will be 
hostile to the west Juat as long aa Moscow 
"l5'Tl6stne, - • ■ 

At the aamo time, the root of tho troublo 
In Yugoslavia may mean that Stalin will run 
into an increasing amount of difficulty if he 
continues his imperialistic course. For na- 
tionalism, whicli can be a curse under certain 
conditiona, can also be a force for good. 

The Soviet government will not have to 
look farther back la history than HHler'.i 
third rclch for the tribulation.^ of a dictator 
who trios to subjucate a people who can't 
and won't be assimilated. 

Tlic Yugoslavs probably would not fl^ht 
the Russians with guns, as they did the naxls. 
But their crafty disobedience might serve as 
an example for anti-communists In other 
countries of the Soviet bloc. Any widespread 
lack or cooperation aceras a remote possibility 
now, for the Soviet police system Is thorough 
and cruel, and the rtslr,^ of disobedience are 
great. 

But tho underlying reasons for Tito's re- 
bellion, with some other recent setbaclcs for 
Soviet world ambitions, offer at least a faint 
hope that the men In the krcmlln will aome 
day find tlielr hands ao full that they will 
not be able to reach out and grab for more.
